The closest prior art of record, Yao et al. (US 6,048,775), teaches a related art, as stated in 
the previous Office Action. In contrast, Yao et al. neither teach nor suggest that the lower layer 
comprising a stoichiometry the same as a stoichiometry of the layer (claim 50); that the polishing 
occurs at a faster rate at the second portions of the interface than the polishing at the first 
portions of the interface (claim 60); and that modifying the first temperature parameter of the set 
to a second temperature parameter to form a second layer of the material over the first layer and 
substrate, the first layer having a wet etch rate less than a wet etch rate of the second layer. 
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Therefore, the instant invention is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the prior art 
of record.
